of St. Anne. At tho time of tho Crimean war 
It was a ruined mosque, but whon tho French 
came into possession of it they vostored the 
church and handed it over to tho Algerian 
monks. It is near this Church of St. Anne, 
and in connection with excavations mado 
around it, that tho real pool of Buthesda has 
recently been discovered by Horr Conrad 
Sehiek.

At tho north of tliis lat- 
ter courtyard there was at one time a small 
church. Beneath tho floor of this sometime 
church aro vaults, nnd through tho floor of 
those vaults a cistern is reached, cut into tho 
rock to a depth of 30 feet. 
This cistern is a 


portion of the original pool of Bethosda. 
There is still wator in it but it is difficult to 
sny whence it comes. This, in brief, is Horr 
Schick's report of April 5. Since th 3n further 
excavations have boon made, and no has pros- 
ecuted moro extended inquiries. A twin pool 
has been discovered. 
Further examination 


will bring moro details to light; but it may 
now |falrly be nssumod that tho two pools, 
tanks or cisterns thus discovered really con- 
stituted tho Pool of Bothesda, "having five 
porchus," whoro Christ healed the paralytic 
of eight and thirty years' standing.—Pull Mall

You may hear all sorts of stories about 


Mr. Gladstone and his talk; not all of them 
good-natured for society does its best to dis- 
like him, and succeeds when he is absent. I 
will repeat one which gives you another side 
of him.

Japan the men and women servants wear the 
native dress.

In some cases 
men entitled to such residences prefer leav- 
ing tham to the next in rank, and accepting 
a rent allowance for a simpler home, whore 
they will be free from the entertaining of 
flrm" guests, which is a necessary condition 


with such establishments. Business friends 
are very necessary, but they are not always 
tbo most charming and elegant guests. 


In all "firm" houses a certain proportion, 


and in some all, of the household expenses 
are borne by the flrm. Of course such estab- 
lishments are most elegant, and there the fin- 
est entertainments aro given. The hostess is 
not bound to devote herself to the guests and 
is at liberty to make, without them, any ei* 
gagements she may wish, andtheyinturn are 
free to come and go without her. She ha.<|uo 
responsibility beyond acting as the figure- 
head of Blank & Co. in their drawing room 
and at the head of their table; the guests are 
theirs, not hers.

But he is anx- 
ious for work, nud proposes to turn out fifty 
dozen pairs of ku'ckerbockors that are wuil 
made and flnishod for 12 eonts each. In do- 
ing this hs will employ from 30 to 10 people 
and fialnh tho work in a week.

give each person employed an average of $2 
a weak. But he proposes to moke $10 a wook 
for himself.

The finishing and 
sowing on of buttons is given to women, but 
the work is almost entirely dono by men, and 
on their wages, which range from $4 to $8 a 
week, thoy support themselves and their fam- 
ilies.

In the vfarm nights the roofs, fire 
escapes, the stairs, and even the pavements 
are occcpied. On less clement nights a human 
biiag will occupy every spot of the floor. 


The polio? of the precinct hold these people 


in contempt and disgust, discriminating be- 
tween them and the German Hebrews. Their 
vices are of their own kind. Barely do thoy 
fight and brawl, but they He and steal. Thoir 
word is never taken at the station. Their ly- 
ing is of the most inconsequent and useless 
sort. A short time ago a man came breath- 
lessly Into tho station.

The streets reek with dirt. Tho odors are 


Inexpressible. The police say the streets are 
cleaned every morning between midnight and 
« o'clock. These people havo their own way 
of getting rid Of refuse. They combine and 
put it all In one man's cellar, the man assent- 
ing. When thsre is enough the men go and 
complain of the man who has the cellar to the 
board of health. Then the board of health 
has it removed. They eat a great deal of flsh 
and the refuse of this furnishes a dominant 
quality in tho odor of the streets. Por all 
their dirt nnd herding thoy are rarely sick.

When the 
Samara lino was extended to Orenburg, owing 
to I he ilosiro to shorten tho road to Tashkent, 
tile rails wero laid across a purely pastoral 
c Hiutry belonging to tho Bashkirs nnd othor 
semi-nomad tribes of Tartar, Finnish, or 
Fiunn-Tarfan origin. 


The country has since undergone n com- 


plete transformation. Throughout tlio entire 
length o{ the line Ilnsnian communities have 
bouu< stalil ished or are in process of forma- 
tion, nnd tlio aborigines have abandoned pas- 
toral for agricultural pursuits. At present 
tho movement is chiefly of nu onward charac- 
ter.

The only colonization undertaken by tho 


Btnte is tho settlement of reserve soldiers in 
Turkestan (a measure which has boon attended 
with tho happiest results) and tho dispatch of 
sever.il shiploads of peasants to the Pacific 
every year, in pursuance of a plan decided 
upon In 137!t for settling 200,000 Russian souls 
in tho Usniri region, along the Chinese fron- 
tier. In tho lattor case tho emigrants aro 
chosen by I ho government officials, dispatched 
by train to the Odossa and convoyed by tho 
steamurs of tho volunteer cruiser fleet to Vln- 
dlvoslock, whence they are conducted to the 
villages built for thoir habitation. Such peas- 
ants are relatively lucky, for their expenses 
are paid tho whole way, and everything is 
provided for them on arrival. 


With tho rest the case is very different. 
It 


is rare for a man to emigrate alone. Families 
emigrate together, and very often the entiro 
villago. Ii tho latter caso a pioneer is sent 
in advance to Tomsk or elsewhere to report 
upon the t" untry, his expenses being paid by 
tho c immunity; and on the strength of his 
Bdvico hundreds of peasants will sometimes 
abandon thoir homes to make thoir way to 
Siberia. But whether a man goes alone or in 
company with many follow-villagers, desti- 
tution too ofton dogs the footsteps of tho 
party, and the tracks of Sibera are dotted 
with the graves ot thoso who have perished 
on tho way." 


Iu Kussiait is not tho custom for peasants 


to live apart from one another. They always 
dwell in communities. In Siberia tho samo 
state of things prevails; and thus tho emi- 
grant, on arrival, scarcely ever sots up for 
himself on a farm of his own, but joins a 
community already established. On tho road 
small bodies ot emigrants ofton coalesce 
and tr.ivcl on nnd on, gathering perhaps 
other ramblers in their progress, until at last 
they reach a desirable spot devoid of land- 
lords and "tchinovmks," whore they settle 
down and form a community. 


Some of those peasant swarms pitch upon 


tlio most unlikely places. When the Ilussian 
consul at Kashgar crossod tho Kuldja frontier 
some years ago, to rcconnoiter a Chinese dis- 
trict that was altogether unknown, ho sud- 
denly came upon a large Russian settlement 
In a fertile valley. 
Neither Russians nor 


Chinese wero aware of the presence of these 
peasants, who hod been settled several years 
and imagined that they were dwelling in the 
heart of Slbora. In all likelihood they were 
very sorry at being discovered; tor among 
the chief impulses that cause the peasants 
of middle Hussia to migrate are a hatred of 
"tchmovniks," the desire to avoid the heavy 
taxation levied by tho Imperial Government 
and the conscription. 


Among other causes may be cited tho con- 


stant advancement In the price of land, the 
exhaustion of largo districts at home through 
Ignorance of manure and careless farming, 
and the growth of commercial populations 
beyond the supporting power of the land al- 
lotted them under the emancipation sottle- 
tnent. 


If ono could command a bird's-eye view of 


European Russia, tho spoctncle would be seen 
of tbo population constant!;- pushing out 
from tho center towards Siberia, the C.iuctisus, 
and HID Black Sen, establishing new commuu- 
'tiusand swamping the Tartar, Finnish, and 
otliu- broken races.

and Poland there is no movement whatever;

I 
hardly know if it does have much power in 
this respect, but Its perfume Is very pene- 
trating and grateful to tho nostrils, and it 
covers up all other odors, oven if it does not 
destroy them. You find It In every sick room 
In the old country. Gamblers burn immense 
numbers of joss-sticks for luck, not only iu 
thoir own homos and gaming houses, but 
even in tho churchos. 


"It Is a common sight for a devotee of haz- 


ard to enter a joss houso, burn a few sticks 
tohisjoss, a few in honor of doad ancestors, 
dead friends and dead relatives, a tow In to- 
ken of his misdeeds and contrition, and a 
groat many that ho may bo successful the 
week through in every ganio of chance he 
may play I They aro mado largely near 
Quan-Tung-Foo and aro very inexpensive. 
Brass straws or thin splinters aro stained 
dark red and then encrusted with n pasta 
made of sawdust, nitre, benzino and a few 
spices.

?unk;and it burns the same way.

put up in envelopes, twenty to an envelope, 
ind ton unvolopcs to a package.

A marine monster, la tho form of a colon- 


sal log ship, twico as heavy as and larger 
than any craft ovor built, 1ms just boon com- 
plotod at Flngcs Board, N. 8., and unless 
something unforsoon occurs It will lie float- 
ing in tho waters about Now York within two 
or throo weeks. 


It represents tho soeond attempt of J. D. 


Lonry, the millionaire lumber dealer, to ro- 
volutioaizo the business of transporting th< 
«mborof the Canadian forosts to Now York 
Lost December bo attempted to bring a elgar- 
shapod raft of glgantio proportions to thli 
city, but whon tho Immense mass had almost 
reached its destination tho hawsers connect- 
ing it with tho towlug-Btoamer Miranda 
parted in a heavy gale and that was tuo last 
soon of the groat raft. 


Almost boforo tho raft left Nova Scotia he 


contracted for, tho construction of ono to bo 
200 foot longer nnd to contain $10,000 moro 
logs than tho first. A few days later tho nows 
of tho loss of tho cigar-shaped raft reached 
him, so ho decided to construct tho noxt ono 
in tho form of a ship, rig it with masts and 
sails, and to man it with a crow of oxpori- 
oncod seamen. Then If tho ship broko looso 
from tho towing steamer sho oould proceed 
under sail until picked up again. 


Since last December 200 mon havo boon 


at work and thoir efforts havo resulted In a 
craft which Is uusinkablo, and, it IB claimed 
Indostructiblo. 


Thirty thousand logs ranging In length 


irom twonty-llvo to seventy-five foot, thlrty- 
flvo tons of wire ropo, miles and miles of chain, 
and hundreds of huge bolts aro wuat It is 
composed of.

Grook woman of tho lower classes 
nro seldom beautiful; If they ever have 
boautyas girls, thoy looso It under tho hard- 
ships of Uioir lifo. They carry heavy bur- 
dens.

an extensive and profitable business In selling 
sand worms to ilsheriiion for bait. Ouo mer- 
chant of Ibis commodity has sold Iu tho busy 
season as many tu 80,000 worms in a week. 
Thoro aro two varieties, tho saud worms or 
blood worms as thoy arc commonly called, 
nnd tho white worms. 


Tho blood worms are much moro plentiful 


than tho white, running IL tho ratio of 100 
blood to 0110 whito. 
Tho blood worms aro 


found on a rocky beach, and In sand iu which 
thero Is considerable vegetable matter. This 
variety is obtained along tho north shore of 
Long Island, iu tho vicinity of Fort Hamilton 
and along the shores of Staton Island. Tho 
white worms aro found in clean, wlilto sand, 
along tho south side of Long Island, Handy 
Hook, and tho coast of Now Jorsoy. 


Both variotios aro dug at low tldo. When 


Lhowoathor Is hot they come up to the sur- 
face, and when it is cold thoy go down 
deeper. They are about six inches long; tho 
white worms rathor Hat, blunt at both ends, 
nnd^lncd along tho sido with a short fringe; 
ho blood worms smooth, more pointed, round, 
resembling very closely tho oarth wormu 
ound In rich soil. 
Thousands of pooplo arc engaged in dig- 


ring them, and make u good llvlug In supply- 
ng tho market for (hem. An ontiro family 
devotes Itself to tlio work, earning $28 to S30 
a week. A single man bus earned at tlmos, 
$12 a day by digging and Belling thoso 
worms.

A Colorado llallroad. 


Tho experiment of building a railroad ol 


two foot gauge was undertaken a few years 
ago in Massachusetts, but the road, Hie Bil- 
luriea and Bedford, was not a financial suc- 
cess, and the rails and rolling stock wero 
removed and laid down iu Maine, whore a lim; 
of some length Is now in operation. Tho 
first road of this miniature gauge In tho West 
lias just been opened in Colorado, running 
somo ten miles from Black Hawk Into a 
mountain mining region. Tho average grade 
Is about 190 feet to tbo mile, reaching In some 
places as much as 204 foot; and curves na 
short as 90 degrees are operated. Tho largest 
locomotive, with tender loaded with fuel and 
water, weighs only twenty tons, and another 
Is half that weight. This little road carries 
a good deal of ore, nnd is expected also to 
develop a considerable excursion traffic.— 
fSclcutillo.

FARMERS AND PROTECTION. 


Free Trade Arfrninoiit* TOou't 


o Agriculturist. 


f Every free trader, from President Clove- 
land down, has broil striving with might 
and main since last December to convince 
tbo American farmer that ho is being 
robbed nnd plundered by the protective 
tariff. 
Tho amount of misrepresentation, 


of B0pbif.try, of fallacious argument and 
of downright lying that lias been expend- 
ed in this attempt would furnish a regi- 
ment of Baron Munchausens with mate- 
rial for their literary labors for a lifetime. 


Tho trouble is that whilo this talk 


about being robbed nnd burdened and 
ground into tho dirt by tariff taxation 
Bounds very well, when tlio American 
farmer pets to thinking tho question over 
lie cannffl find where it is that ho is rob- 
bed or maltreated. If ho bo a middle 
agi,d man he can, without any difficulty, 
trace the gradual decrease in tbo cost of 
tlio thing! necessary fir his use. Ho can 
see that everything which lie has to buy 
coals him less money than It used to, and 
ho begins very soon to doubt tho truth of 
the froo traders' oft repeated assertion 
that tbo Import duty increases the prico 
of homo inado articles to tho consumer. 
Ho remembers, for example, that under 
froo trade his wife's China tea set cost 
her f-5, whilo nowadays the American 
chinawaro of tho same kind can bo bought 
for $2.50. U occurs to him that ho used 
to pay $7 a do7.cn for files and that now 
lie can buy them for $2.BO a dozen. When 
it conies to blankets, clothes and such 
articles, lie calls to mind tho fact that 
they do not cost over one-half what they 
did in free trade times; and ho Boon 
makes up his mind that tho free trado 
orator i« either a fool or a liar, and la 
either case not a safe counselor. 


Gen. Itaum, of Illinois, says that ho ro- 


contly attended a meeting lu Pope county 
in that state, which was composed almost 
entirely of farmers, having no manufac- 
turing interests whatever, and yot they 
were all outspoken in favor of protection. 
Tho same thing can bo said of certain com- 
munities in this state. A correspondent 
lias written us from a town in the inte- 
rior, which is scarcely moro than a village, 
gaying that a club has been formed there 
with a membership of nearly 800, nearly 
nil of whom are Interested in agriculture 
ono way or another, and ull of whom are 
fcr protection. 


And so it will be all over tho coun*ry. 


Tim American farmer is a man of bruins, 
of Intelligence, of leasoning powers; and 
lio ia not going to bo Induced to cut his 
own throat in order to gratify some imag- 
inary spite against his countrymen who 
prefer Homothiug else to farming. Ho 
would rr.thcr feed them than ruin them, 
and RO long as he keeps of that mind bo 
lias no uso for free trade. — San Francisco 
Chronicle.

As Mr. Mulhall is 
a distinguished Englishman, It is cer- 
tainly not because of prejudice that his 
figures cause him to r.rguo so strongly for 
the benefits of protection.— Albany (N. Y.)

"Tlio day after tbo free wool clause was 


adopted by tbo lower house of congress 
thu leading journal of Canada reported 
tho wool market as being "very much ex- 
cit'id and quotations suspended," holders 
believing that if tho duty wero removed 
thu price In Canada, like that of lumber, 
would bo advanced nearly or quite as much 
as the amount of tho duty taken 
off. 


"The journal referred to advocates a 


'tariff for revenue only," and would not 
have so reported tho wool market unless 
compelled to do so as a faithful reporter. 
Tho Canadians believe that reciprocity In 
national products will add millions an- 
nually to tho value of thoir exports to 
this country. 
They aro quite willing to 


abandon their fishery claims for a much 
loss valuable consideration. 
Canadians 


know a good thing when they see it, and 
aro, therefore, anxious to havo lumber 
ami wool admitted to this country froo of 
duty, knowing that it will increase ilia 
value of these products in Canada. 


"A short time since a Dominion parlia- 


nvntary election was being hold in an 
Ontario riding. In advocating tho claims 
of tho Liberal ctodidato the loading jour- 
nal (anti-protection), to show tho farmers 
of tho riding tho value of reciprocity as 
advocated by tbo fciboral candidate, iu an 
editorial, quoted from a lato return tho 
quantity of grain and tho number of cat- 
tlo raised in tho riding, and added tho 
American duty to each class, and declared 
that tho total sum (some hundreds of 
thousands of dollars) represented tho 
voluo of reciprocity to the farmers of tho 
rliliug for a single year, although this 
Journal for tho past forty years has in- 
sisted that tho consumer pays tho duty. 


"Loading Tories resident in Canada 


during wartimes always argued that if 
England recognized tho Confederacy she 
would havo a permanent free trade ally, 
be caufco tho government would bo founded 
upon tho theory that tho laborer Is a chat 
tel, and therefore there could not bo any 
industrial development or any commer- 
cial marine, consequently English ships 
would carry tho raw products of tho 
south to England and return in payment 
tho products of English manufactories. 


"And that further, England, having 


her Canadian provinces on tlio north and 
hi r freo trado ally on the south, could se- 
riously cripple, if not crush, tho indus- 
trial development of tho then loyal states. 
\\hat England failed to accomplish at 
that time it is now proposed to secure 
through a nulled south and such north- 
ern Democrats as prefer party to indus- 
trial independence. 


"If consumers in this country will study 


tbo 'condition' of tho markets and not tho 
'maxims and theories' of John C. Calboun, 
reiterated by Messrs. Mills, CarlUlo nnd 
the lireckinridges, and automatically re- 
peated by President Cleveland, they will 
boon bo convinced that competition among 
hi-mo pioducers fixes tbo market price ia 
ports, and that they aro safer in tlio hands 
of homo manufacturers under a protective 
tariff than they would be at tho mercy of 
a foreign manufacturer under a tariff for 
revenue only,"—Now York Press.

Gi oat Britain, with a population of 85,- 
00i),000, maintained 784,155 paupers iq 
England aud Wales, 410,082 in Ireland 
and 01,091 in Scotland, according to ths 
latest returns—1883. A totalof 1,292,22£ 
paupers in the freo trade country and 
110,888 in a protected country! In no 
part of tho civilized world is so small a 
portion of tho population dependent upon 
ch wily as in tho United States. Our sys- 
tem of government is tho freest and the 
best, aud no wonder tho sufferers in for- 
eign lands seek rcfugo and a chance to 
make a living among us.—New York 
Press.

goods which 
Its manufacture. 
On tho contrary, many 


manufacturers are kijepis(j their em- 
ployes busy ut a serious loss to their own 
interest. Tho jobber or distributor is in 
u peculiar situation; ho does not Know 
whether to purchase domestic or foreign 
woolens, and awaits tbo election of Har- 
rison or Cleveland before ho makes a de- 
cision. He therefore gives iu the meau- 
tinie but a fraction of his usual order to 
bridge over ulcction day. Tho situation 
is also a dangerous ono for somo of these 
distributors, inasmuch as tho enactment 
of tho Millu bill means their inevitable 
failure where their capital is limited. 


This is a plain statement of fact. Tho 


election of Harrison moans the suro con- 
tinuance of tlio manufacture of woolens 
in tho United States and tho starting up 
of a great amount of machinery now idle 
or being stopped for lack of orders, it 
means the employment, at good wages, ol 
hundreds of thousands of men and women 
(hitherto kept almost constantly busy 
under the protective system); it means 
that many more avenues will speedily bo 
opened for tho employment of laborers, 
spinners and weavers on woolen goods; il 
means that tho busy bum of tho spiudlo 
will bo heard from tho Tuscaloosa to tho 
Kennobcc. 


Tho Press believes that it is within 


bounds when it prophesies that moro 
than one-half of tho woolen machinery 
now running on goods for men's wear wil. 
bo silent, making moro than. C0,000 idle 
workmen within sixty days If Grover 
Cleveland is elected. 
Labor must surely 


bear its share of tho blow. A dearth o; 
ordois already exists as a direct result ol 
tho President's message and tho agitation 
of tho Mills bill. This fact no theory of 
Cleveland's can explain nway. Neither 
tho manufacturer nor tho distributor can 
afford to carry a pound or a j ard of un 
necessary woolen stuffs iu bis stock in 
view of tho catastrophe which must fol 
low Cleveland's election.

Partner. 


Mormon plural marriage is Iwlh ovorrntod 


and underrated us a jiu't of tho Mormou 
polity. 
-It is overrated as thowuolouf tbo 


system, and without which it \\illdissol\o 
or will lx- unubjoctionab'n. It. is uuiicrraUil 
as a practice nut, essoctially belonging to 
their sybtoin, aud which they will winily 
ttbanJou. lu tha first, place, if polygamy

dominion of aluohitu jiowui-s, hui-tilu to ull 
other people*, aud by its very nnturo iu an- 
tagonism to tbo national government, la 
tho second placu, plurality of wivi-. bus beon 
given to tbo saiiitb by revelation through tho 
prophet aud founder of Uicir church, cor- 
roborated by tho Jewish Scriptures, exem- 
plilled by tho patriarchs of the chosen race, 
whoso daily walk was close with God, moilo 
a Mormon duty by giving u, higher being ia 
heaven to tho saint and bis wives in propor- 
tion to thoir number, elevated by tho suffer-

If they would give tip polygamy, all objec- 


tions to a Mormon state would remain, liut 
they will not fiivo it up. It is so much apart 
of their revealed religion that tho first wifo 
cannot refuse consent.to another without re- 
nouncing tho church. Tho system makes 
her give tho second and tho following to her 
husband in tho secret rites of tho Endowment 
house. And she finds it good to bring in a 
third to take down tho airs of the second, and 
BO on. Having had her turn in tho man's 
love, she takes her turn in intrigue of spite 
and revenge. Aud tho man, obliged by re- 
ligious duty, watched over by tho church 
authorities iu cose ho can support another 
wife and <\ocs not gather her, and promised a 
higher being in tho next world, where his 
wives are counted to his glory, fluds also nioro 
social pleasures iu plurality of wives in tnii 
world than is generally thought. 


Tho common Gentilo idea of tho stato of 


polygamous 
marriago 
is of 
tho Bibla 


patriarchs, and it is elevated above tho social 
part. It thinks not of tho difference between 
tho monogamous marriage, by which tho 
man "settles down," and tbo polygamous 
marriage in which tho man still continues a 
marrying man—is more in tho market than a 
single man, and is soon looking for new loves, 
instead of patriarchally presiding over hU 
household. Thus it is that tho married Mor- 
mon is a society buck, and that ho continues 
& buck in society as long as bo lives. The so- 
'cioty customs arc formed to promote this. 
The theater and tho "Social hall" ior balls 
and other parties, oro regular means. Danc- 
ing is a means of polygamous grace. Eti- 
quette requires tho saint to donee once with 
each wife, and then ho is free to go for tho 
maidens, leaving the wives to beilo wor tho 
wall. 


ALWAYS A MAnilYINO MAN. 


It is difficult to conceivo tho social differ* 


once mado by a system in which tho married 
man continues a marrying man and is al- 
ways on the lookout for another. 
Without 


any compunction ho goes about as a gallant 
or lover. Ho runs a courtship to any length 
and heat, whilo his wives are "enjoying 
themselves" at homo. This lilierty baa 
evolved tho custom of long courtships. How 
pleasant to tho wives when tho man drosses 
iu his best and goes abroad seeking to dc- 
vour. They cannot ask him where ho has 
Bpent tho evening. Ho is doing a saint's re- 
ligious duty, and is thereby exalting their 
stato of Jjcingiu tho next world. And tha 
good man makes religious duty a carnal 
pleasure. This works u groat deal of court* 
ing and many marrying chances to tho girls. 
Tho old bucki and tho young bachelors con* 
peto for then*. And they accept tho situa* 
tion with alacrity, each thinking she will bo 
tho favorite wifo and enjoying her triuurjh 
over the rest. 


This is of polygamy at Salt Lake City, 


and amonjr^tho rich.andwcjltjg.d^.ijut.ij 
human conditions and human nature, dowu. 
to that in which tho taking of another wifo 
is tbo .addition of another servant to support 
tho man. Nor is this limited to tho poor. 
Naturally it hardens the heart of tho man 
toward his wives, makes him iiisonsiblo to 
their feelings, and puts thorn into a lower 
sphere. But besides being mado a rcllgioui 
duty, it engages tho pride, pleasure, possiou 
and interest of tho man. And they have no 
doubt of its righteousness. la conversation 
with one of tho pioneers on their religion, 
tho remark that polygamy did not seem es- 
sential, and that tho dropping of it might 
promote peace and thoir welfare, brought 
tho imprognablo answer: "Do you belioyo 
tho Bible*" They arc a fearfully biblical 
people. Morraonism is a bigger problem 
than is thought. It has come to stay.— Sam.

Ing out iu tho Adirondacks, have a rather 
h u d time. But let thorn try Halifax and the 
Haligonlans—not Halifaxiaiis, as tho outside 
world calls them—and they will find a dis- 
tinct itiivnr, a number and variety of_ things 
to do, and a charming society is perfectly ac- 
ci.'bbiblo to persons wlio have any social status 
at all, whore they came from. 


It is quite the thing to have cards, and in- 


scribe one's name in tho books at Gov«>rn- 
ineiit house, the admiral's and at tho gener- 
al's—evon ladies can do this, provided ilx so 
functionaries have wives, Sir John Hots, tho 
new governor of tho forces, is like Iho pope 
In the song—ho Ims no wife to bothor him, 
and corNequontly the only cures ho is 
troubled with are those of mon. Then one Is 
made froo of all the groat balls and general 
entertainments, and becomes eligible lor Hie 
smaller and more select ones,

Now York is at least a thousand miles 
further from thorn than Boston, and "tho 
Stairs" usually is to thorn avast unknown 
region.

To American 
ey '3 accustomed to splendid officers, but to 
the not overflno foreigners that mostly flll the 
ranks of the army, where a gouuino Ameri- 
can is as rare as a whito crow, those men are 
peculiarly striking.

profession, as much so as to a field marshal 
and a sergeant wears his chevrons with a 
pride as honest as a miijoi-general's. 
Hans, 


or P.iddy, who marches behind his American 
officer, watching his chnnco to desert and go 
Into saloon business, la not so soldierly- 
looking a follow. Tho genuine American in 
tho ranks is bittorly conscious of his mforior 
position, seeing every man except a soldier 
hne a chaiice to rise in tlio world. Hut there 
Is groat comfort in the thought that when the 
time for lighting comes the Aiuoiican grabs 
his muskot and becomes in threo months a 
better soldier than Tommy Atkins does iu 
tliruo years. 


The town ought to bo very quaint and pict- 


uresque, as there aro ondlobs possibilities of 
bounty horo. But It isn't—it is merely dingy 
aud rather dirty. Tho sea air is not favorable 
to vogntation, and although trees are plenty 
thoy are not tho glorious specimens like the 
New Havon olms, which ono sometimes sees 
In provincial towus. There is, however, a 
charming p u-k, overlooking tho sea, with 
twenty-six miles of driving on it. Very sen- 
sibly tiie park has not boon beautified too 
much. 
It has that fascinating rural air 


which suburban parks generally mako a bad 
exchange with for ornamental bridges, stat- 
»os, grottoes nud other travesties of nature. 
But the Halifax park is a paradise of green- 
ery, with sweeping views of tho sea, as bluo 
as heaven. Nor is it too good to use, as somo 
city parks are. Tho pooplo flock thore—yet 
it is so largo and tho town is so small that It 
Baver losos its character of woodland seclu- 
sion. 


"The houses in this town ought to bo built 


of stono, but thoy ain't," remarked a man 
from Connecticut the other day. It was a 
groat truth. 
Ono looks for odd old stone 


houses, with fortress-like fronts and peaked 
gables—but thoy arc not horo. Slouo has to 
be brought from a long distance, and as Hal- 
ifax Is not a neb town, not much is brought 
—wood is usgd instead. The H.illgonians are 
reproached with lacking enterprise, and look- 
Ing at tho conditions by which they aro sur- 
roundod, it would eoeui truo. Perhaps tha 
presence of the nrmy and navy may havo 
something to do with it—yet whon tho Eng- 
lish government was anxious to start a stoam 
tee to British America, in all tho land there 
Wi ro on'y throe men who had vigor enough 
to enter into the project. Ono was Sir Hugh 
Allan, the othor wns Sir Doclio Cunard, and 
there was still another—and all weio knighted 
In reward for their public spirit. 
There 


eeems to bo no way of making a fortune horo, 
Thoro are somo ricli pooplo, but they wouldn't 
be rich anywhere but in Novia Seotia. Yet 
thore seems to bo groat comfort and an entire 
•uscnoo of the scramble for social position 
and all tho other discomforts of a community 
whore money making is pursued on a largei 
vcale. Anyhow, it is a charming town, and 
the air is full of ozone, If not of enterprise— 
and ono might do muili vorf-o tliiin cometo 
Halifax.-Mail and Expro»-

Owing to 
these lalter trifling cirouniftances, the Tarik 
is, of course, tho doughty ehampiou of the 
Turkish sid« of any diplomatic melee that 
breaks loose lu the East. 


Besides this the Tarik basks In tho sunshine 


Of the Sultan's personal regard ; therefore Us 
editorial eye te largely employed In watching i 
to see that nothing which could possibly be I 
objectionable to its great patron creeps into 
Its pages. Anything about which there ex- ' 
ists the slightest doubt is either cast Into the 
waste basket or submitted to the prpss censor, 
whoso duty is to run through It with his blue 
poneil. Whon the latter hawk-eyed gentle- 
man gets through with it the blue peneillngs 
generally cover every point worth printing, 
leaving for the typo a few empty phrases. 


But with all this watchfulness even the 


Tarik sometimes makes mistakes. There is 
a good deal of "friendly rivalry" between the 
various sheets In tho gathering of court 
Items, and In the eagerness to keep abreast ol 
a rival [t is not always possible to avoid 
errors. When I was in Constantinople both 
the Levant Herald and Its "bitter rival," the 
Tarik, had shut up shop for thirty days by 
order of tho press censor for some indiscrot 
paragraph which bolt bad printed. 


In Persia are two or three native papers, 


much on a par with the Bivas Prevaricator, 
and at Teheran is a little circular-like papei 
called the Teheran Gazette, printed in French, 
which is the diplomatic language of tlie 
country. The Gazette comes out once a 
month, and is, no doubt, a paying concern in 
a small way. It Is a private enterprise, de- 
voted chiefly to singing the praises of tho 
Shah, for which the King of Kings, now and 
thuu bestows upon its owner a present. Some 
of the merchants dealing in European goods 
tuke space in it, however, and, as man; 
Persian officials speak and read French, tors 
sheet of its dimensions and calibre it proba- 
bly has a very fair circulation. 


Tho ubiquitous newspaper has even found 


Its way of late Into the wilds of Afghanistan, 
The present enlightened but determined 
Ameer, Abdur Kabmau Khan, founded a 
newspaper at Cabul a few months ago. 


The Afghan paper, however, has boon 


founded on Chinese lines rather than on thosr 
of the West. It consists of a bulletin of events 
pasted now and then on the gates of the city, 
Here tho peoplo gather around and read, or 
listen open-mouthed while some ono capable 
of deciphering it reads aloud. In this way 
the Afghans keep informed as to the wisdom, 
beneficence, and paternal character of Abdul 
Kahmnri Khan, and If there Is 4 rebellion go- 
Ing on anywhere they see by tho bulletin that 
tho Ameer's trooper's are riding rough-shod 
over the touts of the robolsr 


India is well supplied with English papers. 


The Times of India, Allahabad Pioneer, and 
the Civil and Military Gazette are first-class 
dallies, that get the cream of tho world's news 
by telegraph dally from London. Thoy are 
as full of rivalry and enterprise as the homo 
papers. The Civil aud Military Gazette came 
out with a map of my route in Afghanistan, 
and all particulars of my journey, arrest, ote.( 
the day after my arrival iu Lahore, with a 
promptness and efficiency that would have 
done credit to a metropolitan daily here . 


China is quite a newspaper country in iU 


own peculiar way. Contrary to what we are 
sometimes led to believe, dally newspapers 
arc published in every large Chinese city. At- 
tached to the yamun of each large city is a 
newspaper office, which Issues a daily sheet 
of official news. In some cities the papers arc 
manuscript sheets, copied and duplicated bj 
clerks; iu others, where the circulation Is too 
large for this, wooden type is used, and the 
sheets aio printed. 


Tho officials and gentry and wealthy mer- 


chants usually subscribe by the month, pay. 
ing about $1.50 a month to have the paper de- 
livered to them daily. For tho use of the 
common people, copies arc pasted up In vari- 
ous parts of the city, just as you see them 
stuck on shutters and telegraph poles lii 
Chinatown, New York. 


The Pekm Gazette Is undoubtedly tho old- 


est newspaper in the world. It Is, however, 
llko all the othor Chinese papers, merely an 
official bulletin, and nota gatherer and pur- 
veyor of general intelligence. Copies of it 
are sent out to every large city In tho empire, 
in each city some litterateur owns the privi- 
lege of copying and selling an edition of the 
Gazette when tha imperial courier arrive" 
with it from JPokin. 


The press has made great progress of late 


years In Japan. Newspapers are subject to 
press censorship, but enjoy about tho same 
degree of freedom as papers do in Germany 
orAustda. No adverse criticism of the Mi- 
kado, or members of the royal family is toler- 
ated, and they have to be very careful of their 
political utterances, or suspension and per- 
haps a Hue became their portion by way of 
discipline. The Japanese reporters are not 
quite so ubiquitous as those of New York, 
but thoy displ.iy considerable enterprise uev- 
L'rtheloia. A bquud of reporters from the 
NishiNishlSlmnbun and other Tokio dailies 
were sent down by rail to Yokohomu, seven- 
tnt-n miles,, tointorview me when I llmslud

How MUk Mhonlil be Token. 


Milk is a food that should not be taken in 


copious draughts as beer or other fluids, which 
differ from it chemically. If we consider the 
uso of milk in infancy— tho physiological in- 
gestion that is, of it— we Hnd the sucking babe 
Imbibed little by little the natural food pro- 
vided for It. Each small mouthful is secured 
by effort and slowly presented to the gastric 
mucous surface for the primal digestiva 
stages. It Is thus regularly and gradually 
reduced to curd and the stomach is not 
oppressed with a lump of half coagulated 
milk. 


The samo principle should bo regarded In 


tho case of the adult. Milk should be slowly 
taken in mouthfuls, at short intervals, and 
thus it is rightly dealt with by the g.ustrio 
juice. It milk be taken alter othor food, it is 
almost sure to burden the stomach and to 
cause discomfort and prolonged indigestion, 
and this for the obvious reason that there is 
Insufficient digestive agency to dispose of it. 
And, tho better tho quality of tho milk, the 
Aero severs the discomfort will bo under those 
conditions. — Scientific Monthly.

The Bnileit GiUlowi. 


The busiest gallows tree In the Pnitcd 


States IB at Fort Smith, Ark. On it have 
been hanged between eighty and ninety per- 
sons In the last thirteen years, aU of thara by 
George Maledon, the most expert and enthu- 
siastic executioner In tho country, who will 
not allow that any one has had more experi- 
ence than he, or can surpass him In tho ac- 
curacy and despatch in which ho conducts 
hl» business. 


The gallows u enclosed within arough and 


ragged stockade of upright boards, enclosing 
a corner of the old walls of the fort. Between 
hangings it is used as a cow pen, and is 
about oa foul, muddy, and disreputable a 
place as one could find. Raised upon two 
stout beams is the gallows platform, reached 
by a flight of steps at the side. A trap formod 
of two doors opening downward is cut In the 
floor of the platform, and over It is an iron 
ring In a sturdy crois beam, from which tho 
halter Is hung. 


"We don't admit everybody," said tho exe- 


cutioner the othar d»y; "wa just let in tho 
representatives of the press, the doctors, tho 
coroner's jury, and whatever strangers hap- 
pen to be in town. At first we did not havo 
the gallows enclosed, and I have seen two 
Upojsand persons here.witnessing an exocu- 
uon j but that was not a good thing, and now 
the number admitted is very small." 


The hangman, a thin and bent little flguro 


with long hair and grizzled beard, pats its 
beams with his hand as one has seen an en- 
gineer fondly stroke the burnished metal of 
his machinery. The hangman wears a groat 
Colt's revolver on his hip, stuck in a leather 
case attached to a belt all fringed with car- 
tridges. There are twenty-four candidates 
for his wort in the colls in the jail, and two 
of them are already under sentence of death 
and to be hanged this month 
[N. Y. Sun. 


Mlmlou Work at Home.
